SCHOOL . REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. |. 


This school has been in charge of Miss Martha E. Pike, of 
Atkinson, during the year. Miss Pike, though not an experi- 
enced teacher, has labored hard for the interest of her scholars. 
Special effort has been made to have one subject well under- 
stood before left for another. Perhaps a little better order 
would have been for the good of the school; but it should be 
remembered in criticising this point that there is an unusually 
large number of small scholars in the school, many of them too 
young to be expected to be as quiet and studious as the older 
ones ought to be. 

If, as was suggested by your committee last year, an arrange- 
ment could be made so that the schools might be graded, suffi- 
cient liberty could be given the little ones without being a hin- 
drance to the work of the larger ones, and the excuse of those 
who are always ready to say that they did such a wrong deed 
because some very small boy or girl was allowed to do it, would 


be taken away. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Miss Lizzie J. Browne, of Northwood, who taught this school 
the last term of last year, was again engaged to take charge of 
the school. 

Miss Browne has had considerable experience as a teacher, 


and, although your committee was not quite satisfied with the

order during the first term, yet there appears to have been a 
good degree of progress, and, as a whole, the school is consid- 
ered a success. 

The school house in this district is sadly in need of new seats 
and desks; a matter which we hope will be attended to before 


long. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school has been very successfully taught by Miss Susie 
L. Currier, of this town. In this school your committee ever 
found as near perfect order as could be wished, and lessons well 
learned and promptly recited. There was an unusual amount 
of sickness among the children during the first part of the year 
which is probably the reason why the roll of honor does not 
show more names. White’s arithmetic have been introduced in 


the place of Eaton’s and Greenleaf’s.
